SOLVES FERMAT THEOREM. 


\Yoman May Get $25,000 Prize Offered 
In German Professor’s Witi, 

A woman who has taught mathemat- 
jes for a decade iff New York city is be- 
Heved to have worked out the famous 
fermatian theorem which has remuain- 
ed undemonstrated for almost v50 
years. As u consequence she is like- 
ly to receive the money reward offered 
by the will of a professor in Darm- 
stadt university, but the Acadeniy of 
Sciences of Gottingen is permitted, by 
the terms of the bequest, to hold back 
the prize for two years, in the course 
of which period of time the New York 
teacher’s demonstration will be passed 
upon by the leading mathematicians 
of the world. 

This is the theorem: 

The sum of the nth powers of two 
positive integers cannot be an nth pow- 
er for any value of n except 2. | 

In the demonstration made by the | 
woman, who prefers to remain incog- 
nita until Gottingen has crowned her 
work, every letter employed represtits 
4 positive integer. Her proof, in the | 
printed form. required by the condi- | 
tions attached to the contest, covers | 
eight pages and has satistied Professor | 
McMahon of Cornell university, Pro- 
fessor Moore of Chicago university | 
and Professor Schwartz of Berlin that 
it embraces at least the mos impor- 
tant ofqthe almost innumerable forms | 
into which the argument may fall. 

For yeurs mathematicians of all 
-countries huve labored at it. The dif- 
ficulty, expressed crudely, is that it 
embodies in one step an indefinitely 
large number of syllogisms. ‘lo dise | 
cern in regular progressions and not to 
leap irregularly over several integers, | 
to compass, in a word, all the vague 
possibilities of numbers and their re- | 
lations and properties, has fascinated | 
mathematical students everywhere. 

But in the opinion of several and | 
among them the greatest of our muth- 
ematicians the greater fermat theorem 
has been proved by an American wom. | 
an. These gentlemen have indorsed | 
her demonstration, and five copies | 
have recently been received by the | 
academy at Gottingen, She was occu- 
pied the better part of a year in pre-| 
paring this proof, which, it is expect. 
ed, will bear off the prize. Two years 
must elapse, however, before the re- 
sult is positively known, in ber case 
as in that of any contestant. She was! 
born and educated in New England, 
but took her master’s degree from 
Cornell, Her work as a teacher bas 
been done in Brooklyn und New York.

SIZES OF BOOKS. 


Meaning of the Terms Folio, Quarto, 
Octave and Duodecimo. 

The words “folio,” “quarto,” “octa- 
vo,” “duodecimo” and the like have 
almost, if not quite, lost their original 
meaning. At first they had reference 
only to the number of leaves into 
which the sheets used in making the 
book were folded. Thus if these 
sheets were folded once the book was 
called a folfo; if the sheets were fold- 
ed twice, so as to form four leaves, 
the book was called a quarto; if they 
were folded four times, so as to form 
eight leaves, the book was called an 
octavo, and so on, 

The duodecimo, or 12mo, is an ir- 
regular size. To make it the sheet 
must be folded so as to form twelve 
leaves. Fold one-third of the width 
of a sheet lengthwise on itself. Next 
fold the paper across its breadth iu 
the center. Next fold the sheet across 
its length—that is, fold the two leaves 
on the four. Finally fold it again 
across and in such shape that it may 
easily be sewed in with others to form 
a book. 

But though, strictly and historically, 
quarto, octavo, etc., have reference 
solely to the manner of folding the 
sheet, they are, as a matter of com- 
mon practice, used to specify the sizes 
of books. 

If the sheets on which books are 
printed were of uniform size a quarto 
page would be as unvarying an area 
as a square foot or an acre, and be- 
fore the invention of machines for 
making paper there was such uni- 
formity to be found in the sizes of 
sheets. 

But when paper making machines 
were introduced and the use of molds 
was abandoned sheets came to be 
made of all dimensions. As a result 
quartos and octavos had all sorts of 
dimensions, and the terms, when used 
strictly to indicate how the sheet was 
folded, became worthless as designa- 
tions of size. The use of the old 
terms was nevertheless not abandon- 
ed, but instead they were first used 
to indicate a rather wide range of 
sizes and finally were attached to cer- 
tain more definite sizes, without refer- 
ence to the method of folding. 

The practice of the publisher now- 
adays is first to determine what size 
of page he wants. The sheet he uses 
will be large or small, according to the 
capacity of the press at his disposal. 
On that/sheet he may print, say, eight 
octavo pages, or he may print thirty- 
two, but he will call the book an oc- 
tavo, though by its folding it should 
be called either a quarto or a 16mo. 

In other words, the publisher calls 
his book by the name of that one of 
the old sizes to which it happens to 


| come nearest. 


The confusion resulting from the 
changes noticed here has not passed 
away yet, but efforts have been made 
to give definiteness to the old words.

HONEST JOHN DRYDEN. 


Former Minister of Agriculture Was 
a Faithful Worker. 


Those who did not know the Legia- 
lature of Ontario of twelve or fifteen 
years ago, can hardly appreciate the 
stinding which the late Hon. John 
Dryden held in this province. During 
all the strenuous years when the Lib- 
‘ral administration was, as it were, 
walking on a tight-rope and before it 
came to its fall, Hon. Mr. Dryden 
was the one man whose policy in the 
conduct of his Department was never 
successfully attacked. Indeed the best 
tribute to him was the statement of 
Hon. Nelson Monteith, after the Con- 
Servatives came into power, that he 
would continue to carry out the poli- 
cies of his predecessor, One memor- 
able speech was made by the late 
John Ira Flatt, who used to sit for 
North Wentworth, and was a staunch 
Liberal who threw off the purty yoke 
after the party machine in his riding 
froze him out. Some in the Conser- 
vative Opposition had ventured to 
criticize the estimates of Mr. Dryden, 
and Mr. Flatt rose in his wrath. 
“Why,” he exclaimed, “if any one 
wns to go into a farmer’s house in 
my constituency and say anything 
against Mr. Dryden, the farmer's wife 
would chase him out of the house 
with a broom,” 

Despite his great services to the 


} cause of agricultural development and 


education in the Province of Ontario, 
Mr. Dryden always had great difficul- 
ty in getting re-elected. His constitu- 
ency was almost entirely rural, and 
once he was in office the farmers who 
used to know him when he used to 
ride into Whitby on his own load of 
hay, far from being proud of the dis- 
tinction that he had won, commenced 
to think that he was getting “stuck 
on himself.” Hon. Nelson Monteith 
enc»untered the same prejudice in 
Sonth Perth and undeservedly went 
down under it at the last general 
ejection. It was the complaint of Mr. 
Dryden that his wife could not buy a 
ard of calico without offending some- 

dy, and if she did not buy it in the 
constituency the whole community 
would be offended. In the declining 
days of the Government of which he 
was a member, it was absolutely ne- 
cessary that his seat should be held for 
the Government not only because 
every seat meant as much as ten do 
to the present administration, but be- 
cause outside his own constituency, 
in ridings where loca] jealousies did 
not exist, he was the strongest man 
in the administration. The grossest 
corruption was resorted to to elect 
him, but 1t was never shown, nor was 
it believed by the most prejudiced 
Tories, that Mr. Dryden was person- 
ally cognizant of the means taken to 
elect him. Indeed, he would have will- 
ingly retired had not party pressure 
been too strong for him. Probably he 
was the most surprised man of all 
when at an election trial following a 
bye-election it was revealed that $100 
bills had been flung around as though 
they were quariers. A very sensitive 
man, he deeply felt the aspersions of 
the Opposition press which tried to 
bring the corruption used home to 
himself. The rancors of that period 
have passed away.

water, ice, and seaweed were pl 
in the crates, the temperature of 
which could be regulated. The top of 
the crate was fitted with an ice pack 
and a percolati salt water tank, 
Where two small lobsters were packed 
into one berth they were so placed 
that they would not bite each other.

Text of the Lesson, | Cor, x, 23-33. 
Memory Verse, 24—Golden Text, 
Rom. xv, 2—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D. M. Stearns. 


This epistie is divided into several 
sections, beginning with the worde 
“Now, concerning.” or “Now, as touch- 
ing” (vil, 1; vill, 1; xf, 1; xvi, 1), and 
our lesson is in the portion which be- 
gins with vill, 1, “Now, as touching 
things offered unto idols." While rec- 
ognizing that our idol is nothing and 
that meat commendeth us not to God, 
yet he says, “If meat make my broth- 
er to offend I will eat no flesh while 
the world standeth lest I make my 
brother to offend” (vill, 13). Whatever 
he did or refrained from doing it was 
for the gospel’s sake lest the gospel of 
Christ should be hindered and that he 
might by all means save some (ix, 12, 
22. 23). Referring to some events in 
the history of Israel, he says that all 
these things happened to them for our 
examples and admonition, and he re- 
minds us that God is faithful, who 
will not suffer us to be fempted above 
that we are able (x, 11-13). He would 
have us know that all our life is either 
unto God or the devil and that, while 
we may lawfully do certain things, we 
must not come under the power of 
enything or any one but the Lord 
alone (vi, 12; x, 23). 

God having made us so rich in Christ 
that all things are ours, things present 
and things to come (ili, 21-23), we are 
not here to seek anything for our- 
selves, but only the welfare of others 
that they, too, ma, be saved and have 
the same riches in Christ and then go 
out to seek others (x, 33). Love seek- 
eth not her own, and He who was 
God manifest in the flesh-tlever lived 
to please Himself nor to seek His own 
will or glory in anything (xiii, 5; Rom 
xv. 3; John v, 30, vi, 38; vill, 50). Paul 
had to write to the Philippions, “All 
seek their own, not the things which 


are Jesus Christ's.” “Many walk, of | 


whom | have told yon often and now 
tell you even weeping that they are 
the enemies of the cross of Christ, 
whose end is destruction, whose God 
is their belly and whose glory is in 
their shame, who mind earthly things” 
(Phil. fi, 21; iff, 18, 19). 

The twice repeated saying in verses 
26, 28, “The earth is the Lord's and 
the fullness thereof,” is from the 
psalm which speaks of those with 
clean hands and pure hearts who seek 
the God of Jacob und open wide the 
gates to the King of Glory. When He 
is on the throne of our hearts we will 
not be heard asking silly questions 
about what we may eat or not eat. nor 
will we bow down to any idols within 
or without, but the one supreme 
thought will always be to please Him, 
to honor Him, to magnify Him, so that 
others may want to know Him to 
whom we have by His grace become 
s0 devoted. When we become tbus 
spirit filled, drunken with the new 
wine of the kingdom, filled with joy 
aud peace by. believing, some will be 
drawn away from the beastly drunk- 
eoness of earthly things to the love 
that is better than wine, for which so 
many souls are longing all uncon- 
ecfously. Is it not because the poor 
worldling sees nothing in professing 
Christians that can begin to compare 
with his “pleasures of sin for a sea- 
son” that he holds on to his evil®ways? 


‘The God of this world, under whose 


control the children of disobedience 
live, says to his blinded ones concern- 
ing the church people, so called: “Look 
at them, They go to church and sing 
and pray on Sunday, and the rest of 
the week they come to us in order to 
be happy. I'll do better for you than 
their God.

The affair created a scandal at the 
time ,and Johnson Hicks, a member of 
parliament, asked the India office 
whether the government was aware 
that Jam Nawanagar had left England 
owing a great amount of money, chief- 
ly to small shopkeepers in Sussex: 
He was unable to obtain an answer.

Kingston.—A United States detective 
is here in regard to the smuggling of 
Chinese into New York state. He 
found there have been agencies of 
Chinese smuggling. A woman detec- 
| tive from New York is also here in re- 
gard to Japanese smuggling and found 
that several Jananese got across from 
| Kingston not long ago. 

The customs officials are making a 
determined effort to lessen the smug- 
gling of goods from Kingston. One

MANUFACTURERS’ ASSN. HOLD A 
SUCCESSFUL BANQUET. 


Company of Distinguished Canadians 
Gather to Discuss Important Topics 
—Canada is Making Rapid Strides 
in the Commercial World—Man for 
Man Dominion is More Prosperous 
than the United States. 


Hamilton.—At a banquet of the Ca- 
nadian Manufacturers’ association, a 
number of prominent personages were 
present, including Lord Strathcona, 
Lieut.-Gov. Gibson, Hon. G. P 
Graham, Hon. Wm. Patterson, Hon. 
W. LL. M. King, Mayor McLaren, and 
several hundred prominent manufac- 
turers from the east to the west, The 
new* president, J. Hendery, of Van- 
couver, in giving Lord Strathcona a 
greeting, said the association was hon- 
oredto have as their guest a man who 
had done more perhaps than any other 
living man for the development of the 
great western provinces, promising a 
settlement and linking them with 
steel bands to the other . provinces. 
‘As to their request for a tariff com- 
mission, Pres. Hendery said the manu- 
facturers did not desire to profit at the 
expense of the rest of the tommunity. 
A conservative commission would con- 
fer great benefits to all. His own pro- 
vince on the Pacific coast would see 
an immense increased traffic invest- 
ment. They were ready both for im- 
perial defence and imperial commerce. 

Lord Strathcona, in replying, said 
he occupied the position of the ex- 
treme protectionist and the ardent free 
trader. Referring humorously to the 
regulation against the Ontario govern- 
ment’s Niagara policy, he said.the 
men who brought the power from the 
falls were looked upon as absolute 
scoundrels. 

Hon. G. P. Graham said they were 
now part proprietors of the British 
empire and doing their share to build 
it up.. The canal traffic this year 
amounted to 8,327,000 tons and he ex- 

ected it would reach 25,000,000 before 
he end of the season. The railways 
showed a similar prosperity and the 
banks showed the ability of Canada to 
withstand hard times. Man for man 
Canada did a much greater trade than 
the United States, Canada having a 
trade of $88 per head while the United 
States had only $42 per head. The 
banks showed an increase in deposits 
in 10 years of $430,00,000 while they 
also had $794.000,000 in circulation, an 
increase in 10 years of $540,000,000. 


Hustling to Find the South Pole 


London.—The report which has 
réached here that Commander Peary 
and Captain Bartlett have decided en 
a South Pole expedition will create a 
great stir in geographical circles. Al- 
though Capt. Robert E. Scott’s expedi- 
tion was decided upon before the ar- 
rival of the news of the Cook and 
Peary exploits, it admittedly was 
pressed forward with the intention to 
forestall a possible American expedi- 
tion, and because of quickened inter- 
est in polar exploration, evidenced by 
the projected German and _ Belgium 
expeditions to the Antarctic. 

Japt. Scott’s expedition still ‘le- 
pends upon the reaching of the neces- 
sary funds, at least $200,000 being re- 
aguired. A_ considerable portion of 
this has already been promised, and 
there is little doubt that the report that 
Commander Peary is likely to start 
. for the south pole will stimulate the 
public and hasten the subscription on 
the remainder. The government has 
not as yet announced its intention of 
assisting the enterprise financially, 
but it may be taken for granted that 
that will be done. 


Canada Protests Against Incivility 

Ottawa.—The railway commission 
issued an order to the railway con- 
ductors on lines doing international 
business to see that there is no undue 
interference with passengers in Can- 
ada by United States immigration 
officials. Conductors must report all 
eases of incivility. In issuing the 
order, Chairman Maybee said he had 
received over fifty complaints against 
American officials, who are alleged to 
have made themselves obnoxious to 
passengers travelling in Canadian ter- 
ritory. On behalf of the railways it 
was explained that the privilege grant- 
ed to American immigration officials 
of examining passengers on trains was 
a reciprocal arrangement 
trains being delaved at the border. 


Suffragettes Attack Premier Asquith 
Birmingham,—Despite extraordinary 
precautions to, prevent a suffragette 
demonstration, a band of women suc- 
ceeded in eluding the vigilance of the

RUSSIA AND JAPAN 


eport That a Half Million Soldiers 
Are at Present in Siberia 
Preparing for War 


Victoria, B.C.—Russia is massing a 
great army in Siberia, four or five bar- 
racks are being built and extensive 
fortifications made, and speculation as 
to a second war with Japan is a com- 
mon topic of conversation among the 
Russian military men, said A. B. 
Denbigh, a Russian, who returned 
from Siberia and Mongolia, by the 
steamer Kagamaru. 

“T was told that there were at least 
five hundred thousand troops in Si- 
beria,”’ said Mr. Denbigh, “troops are | 
quartered everywhere. The number! 
of troops are from four to five times 
the number in Siberia before the war. 
At Vladivostok, before I left, there was 
a review of fifty-five thousand troops, 
and not one man was taken from the 
fortifications. I suppose at least as 
many more could have been paraded.”’ 

Mr. Denbigh brought news of a rich 
gold discovery made by Russians in 
Mongolia, about fifty or sixty miles 
distant from Kiskta, the big walled 
city, which has been for centuries one | 
of the stopping places of the tea cara- | 
vans from China. An _ average of | 
twenty pounds of gold is being washed | 
from the river banks’ with rockers | 
daily. 


Bishop and Salvation Army | 
Fondon. — General Booth visited | 
Hereford recently and was the guest | 
of the Bishop of Hereford. Addressing | 
a meeting at the town hall, General | 
Booth said he could assure them that | 
not a penny of the army’s funds went | 
to the support of himself or his family. | 
The Bishop of Hereford wished the | 
army Godspeed, and said he was re-| 
minded by General Booth’s work of | 
Wesley in another century. 
General Booth visited Walverhamp- | 
ton, and’ was received by the mayor | 
and members of the town council. 
Addressing a huge meeting in the} 
Empire Palace, over which the mayor | 
presided, General Booth said that vile | 
statements concerning the army were | 
made years ago. He was then said to} 
be a cruel despot, grinding the faces 
of poor people, accumulating a huge 
| fortune, living in luxury in a princely 
} Mansion, and riding about in beauti- 
ful motor cars bought out. of the 
army’s coppers. A great change, how- 
ever, had come over the spirit of the 
times and the people and on the oc- 
casion of his eightieth birthday royal- 
ties, governments and presidents had 
congratulated him. The army work 
had shown the growing indifference to 
religion of the masses of the people, 
high or low, rich or poor. There were 
the vicious and the drunken classes, 
and there was still enough waste hu- 
manity to form a hundred thousand 
more armies. 


Visiting Canada to Study Labor 

Quebec.—Will Crooks, M.P. for the 
Metropolitan constituency. of Wool- 
wich, spoke freely on labor questions 
here and interestingly on personal | 
topics and reminiscences,’ referring 
with very natural pride to the fact 
that amongst other public positions 
held hy him had been chairman of the 
very board of poor law guardians, 
which in 1861, when he was a small 
boy, had sent him to the poor house. | 
He has been library commissioner, 
chairman of Assessment commission, 
councillor and mayor of his borough, 
and for eighteen years a member of 
the London county council. 

His visit to Canada is to study lab- 
or auestions generally and is part of 
a plan for a tour of the world. He 
goes to Montreal, Ottawa and Toronto, 
thenes to “‘Vaneouver and Australia 
and home by the Suez canal.

MUST PRESERVE PEACE], 


LORD BERESFORD BELIEVES 
THAT TROUBLE IS BREWING 


The Future of Europe Has a Scarlet 
Hue, and if Britain Does Not Main- 
tain Naval Supremacy She Will 
Lose Her Nationality—Buiiding of 
Dreadnoughts Does Not Signify 
Hostile Intentions. 


New Y6érk.—‘The future in Europe 
looks red to me,’ was the startling 
deciaration with which Admiral Lord 
Charies Beresford prefaced a demand 
for great navies at a luncheon given in 
his honor at the Lawyer’s club by the 
Pilgrims of the United States. 
is trouble brewing,” he continued, 
speaking with great force and decis- 
“very. effort must be made. to 
conserve peace and to my mind the 
strongest possible means to this end 
is the maintenance of a big navy. 
all costs and irrespective of any criti-’ 
cism which it may arouse, England 
must maintain her supremacy on the 
seas. 
nation is to take a hostile attitude, 
and must not be interpreted that way. 
We do not want to fight a war that 
would cost us £300,000,000 and count- 
less valuable lives. We are going to 
maintain the strongest sort of a navy, 
not because we want to fight, but be- 
cause we want to be so strong none 
will dare to attack us. 

“If Great Britain is once bereft of 


her great navy, her sea supremacy, | 


she will lose her status, her trade and 
her nationality. The best way to pre- 
serve peace, I say, is to construct 
Dreadnoughts. . What is the price of 
a few Dreadnoughts compared to 
peace. Supremacy on the sea is not 
so vitally necessary to the United 
States, for the nation is unique. Your 
internal resources permit you to exist 
comfortably without outside aid. Eng- 
land’s very existence without control 
of the seas is impossible. There you 
have the reason for the British policy 
of peace. We should be the loudest 
in sounding the cry for universal 
peace. It will resound to her benefit 


| just as surely as it will promote a 


higher 
world. 

“Just now the immediate outlook 
for peace in my own country is dark. 
May I not say that the sky in the 
foreground is red. It means that the 
supremacy of the British nation is 
hanging in the balance, but I believe 
she will rise supreme and above all 
obstacles.””. Admiral Beresford again 
pointed out that there was nothing 
hostile to the United States in Eng- 
land’s attitude as he had outlined it. 
He. said that he gave this assurance 
as a representative of that armed body 
on which the stability of his nation 
rests. He gave assurance that ‘‘no 
country feels more friendly toward 
your great nation than does England.”’ 

He referred briefly to his recent 
tour of Canada. He said he had been 
greatly impressed with Canadian 
friendliness’ for the United States. 
“This feeling seemed to pervade all 
classes from the richest’ to the poor- 
est,’ he declared, ‘“‘and it is but a re- 
flection of the spirit which prevails in 
England. 

“We believe that the United States 
is going to help us to secure peace. 
Think of the tribute paid your coun- 
try on the recent round the world 
trip of your fleet, an armed body 
which made the circuit without meet- 
ing anything but signs of friendship 
throughout the entire voyage. This 
goes to prove our contention that. effi- 
cient strength means protection of the 
strongest. kind.” } ‘ 

The fighting admiral, as a parting 
suggestion, proposed that the five 
Hngiish-ppceking nations, should unite 
to bring about universal peace. He 
believed such a union wag inevitable. 

During the luncheon Chatles T, Wik 
son, the chairman told the admiral 
that the time of the men who were 
dining with him was worth $100,000 a 
minute. He made a laughing apology 
for taking up such valuable time.

Chicago.—President Taft, during a

Mr. Taft devoted the entire first part 
of his speech at the Orchestra hall to 
the subject of labor, and said he in- 
tended to recommend to congress in 
his first message legislation to carry 
out the promise as to injunctions—that 
no injunction or restraining order 
should be issued without notice, ex- 
cept irreparable injury would result 
from delay, in which case a speedy 
hearing should be granted. 

The president declared anew his be- 
lief in organized labor, and congratu- 
lated the leaders of the movement that 
“they have set their faces like flint 
against the doctrines of Socialism.” 

Taking up next the subject of the 
courts, the president asserted with 
earnest emphasis that the administra- 
tion of criminal law is a disgrace to 
American civilization. Ashamed of the 
fact, as Americans might well be, he 
declared that the poor man has not 
how an equal opportunity with the 
rich litigant, and said it was his pur- 
pose to do what he could to place the 
poor man on a more equal footing. 


Alberta Red Weighs 66 Ibs per Bushel 


Calgary, Alta.—The heaviest wheat 
of the season was recently submitted 
to Grain Inspector Hill, who, after 
testing it, announced that it weighs 66 
pounds to the bushel. It is Alberta 
red and was grown at Bassano, Bow 
River valley, and is the finest sample 
submitted this year to the local grain 
inspectof. The wheat is so full and 
plump that the Alberta Pacific Eleva- 
tor company have offered a premium 
for the entire crop. A few years ago 
Bassano was famed as a live stock 
centre: today it provides the province 
with the heaviest winter wheat. 

Shipments of grain out of Calgary 
have averaged about thirty cars daily 
for several. days past. The crop report 
issued by the Canadian Pacific shows 
that the Gleichen district will prob- 
ably give the banner yields of the 
province, the wheat to date from that 
locality averages 40 bushels, barley 
45 and oats 65 bushels per acre. 


Analysis of Food 


Ottawa. — Anthony McGill, chief 
analyst for the department of inland 
revenue, has issued a bulletin giving 
the results of an analysis of 23 brands 
of infants’ and invalids’ foods sold in 
Canada. No similar analysis has been 
made since 1898, when 22 brands were 
reported on: Mr. McGill reports that 
the present inspection shows a great- 
ly increased percentage of matters sol- 
uble in aleohol and in water, in other 
words, in sugars and soluble starch. 
This is a feature which gives the food 
an increased value. Mr. McGill, how- 
ever, remarks that some of the foods 
which are directed to be prepared by 
water, Tather than milk, would seem 
to provide a starvation diet for in- 
fants, so far as fat is concerned, 


Pellagra a Serious Danger 

Washington.—Expressing a confirm- 
ed belief that ‘‘Pellagra’’ is likely to 
become in this country a_ public 
health problem of greater proportions 
than can at the present time be re- 
alized, C, H. Lavinder, past. assistant 
surgeon public health and marine hos- 
pital service, has just reported results 
of his investigation of the prevalence 
of that disease in the Illinois state 
hospital for the insane, to Surgeon 
General Wyman. 

There are in the neighborhood of 
forty or fifty well defined cases of 
Pellagra in the institution, according 
to Dr. Lavinder. He was unable to 
assign any satisfactory local cause for 
the extent of the disease in the hos- 
pital. , 


Explorations in Greenland 

Edinburgh.—William 8. Bruce, the 
Arctic expiorer, has arrived here.

SHIP GRAIN TO COAST 


PRESIDENT OF THE C.P.R. GIVES 
INTERESTING INTERVIEW. 


Sir Thomas Shaughnessy States That 
the C.P.R. will Continue to Ship 
Grain to the Coast to Build up Mar- 

| kets there—Railway Construction 

Work Being Pushed this Year—No 

Shortage of Cars to Handle Crop. 


Calgary.—Sir Thomas Shaughnessy, 
president of the C.P.R., paid a brief 
visit to this city, before proceeding to 
the coast, on a trip of inspection. 
| Speaking to a deputation of local grain 
jmen, Sir Thomas said: 

“You people are confident that Van- 
jcouver will make a desirable grain 
}terminus and you want us to co-op- 
jerate with you to make it so. The 
|; matter rests with Mr. Whyte and my- 
self, and we will talk it over. We are 
|not narrow minded, our interests are 
|the same as yours, and if we decide 
|that it is the right and best thing to 
|do to establish big bulk storage ware- 
| houses and elevators there, we will not 
|let a little money stand in our way.’ 
| In talking about railroad matters he 
}said that the Wetaskiwin branch line 
was practically finished and he had 
been assured that it would be all fin- 
ished next month. The grading on 
the Stettler line was also finished and 
the line was making satisfactory head- 
way. The line from Langdon now be- 
ling built would be rushed ahead as 
rapidly as possible, ‘cand you can also 
say,” he said, “that it will be extend- 
|ed further east as the development of 
the country warrants it.” 

Regarding the grain crop Sir Thomes 
was very optimistic and was certain 
that it would be the best crop yet har- 
vested in the west. Will there be lots 
of cars this year, was asked, and to 
this he replied that he anticipated no 
trouble in this respect. 

“There will be no shortage what- 
ever,” he said. ‘We have ample cars 
to move the grain and I do not antici- 
pate any difficulty whatever.” 

The deputation of grain men who 
waited on Sir Thomas, were all mem- 
bers of the local grain exchange. 
They were received very courteously, 
and after the meeting Mr. L. P. 
Strong, who acted as spokesman, stat- 
ed that they had received great en- 
couragement. ‘So much so,” he said, 
“that we will still continue sending 
some grain west to build up the mar- 
kets there and encourage them in the 
expectation that next year will see 
storage facilities there large enough to 
accommodate the whole crop. This is 
an expensive proposition at the pres- 
ent time and one which the grain men 
would not be able to consider if we 
did not have the hope that ultimately 
we will get storage facilities there.” 

Sir Thomas stated that the C.P.R. 
was quite ready to act as soon as they 
were convinced that this was the right 
step, but that they did not want to do 
anything now which would afterwards 
prove a mistake. 

“We would probably make ‘more 
money by taking the grain to the west 
than east to Fort William,” he said, 
“and if we find that it is the right 
thing to do we will certainly do it,” 


Valuable Land to be Thrown Open 

Calgary.—On September 27, at the 
hour of 9 a.m. there will be thrown 
open for entry, at the Dominion Lands 
office here, a tract of land comprising 
28 townships, viz., from township 27 to 
34, ranges 1 to 4. This land was for- 
merly Hudson Bay quarter sections, 
but the company withdrew their 
claim. The land is composed entirely 
of odd sections lying along the rail- 
way from Moose Jaw to Lacombe. The 
property to be disposed, lies at its 
nearest point to the railway track, 
about 25 or 30 miles. 

For a number of years this section 
of the country has been reserved and 
a big rush is expected when the land 
affice opens on Sept. 27th. 


France at Winnipeg Centennial 

Winnipeg.—Commissioners of the 
French government are here confer- 
ring with the exposition committee. 
They state it is the intention of the 
French government to send an exhibit 
to Winnipeg in 1912 which will out- 
class all other countries. At Seattle 
‘the premier exhibit is that of the 
United States, France taking second 
place. However, at Winnipeg in 1912 
the French are determined to lead the 
world in quantity and quality of goods 
displayed. 


No War Between Britain and Germany 


New York.—Lord Balfour, who ar- 
rived recently, gave it ag his opinion 
that there is very little probability 
of a war between England and Ger- 
many, and said neither country de- 
sires war with the other. The great- 
est danger in the whole matter, he 
said, is the agitation which has been 
aroused and which can probably lead 
to international complication.

ed iiy scenic attractions — Nova Sco- 
tians do not hesitate to proclaim her 
advantages. Railways, radiate in 
nearly every direction, and all the 
accessories of modern civilization aré 
readily to hand. Nova Scotians are 
on the pathway of the world’s com- 
merce, and inhabit the nearest of the 
Canadian provinces to Great Britain. 

With tne object of enlightening the 
people of the rural districts of the 
British Isles on the attractions and 
resources of the country, the Nova 
Scotia Governinent have despatched 
to London the Rev. Maclean Goldie, 
who is at present arranging a com- 
prehensive series of illustrated lec- 
tures on the all-important subject of 
immigration. ..Mr,.Goldie, it may be 
stated, has recently carried out a suc- 
cessful organization on behalf of the 
Chureh of England in Canada, and 
has had a large experience in deal- 
ing with immigrants.

TRAIL THAT GREW. 


jasper Avenue, Edmonton, Is a Wow 
derful Thoroughfare. 


One of the most remarkable high- 
ways of transportation in Anjiérica is 
Jasper avenue, the main street of 
Edmonton, writes Augustus Bridle, in 
The Toronto Globe. In twenty years 
that splendid dog-leg of a street fol- 
lowing the kink of the river bank 
has seen three eras of traffic and more 
varieties of rig-outs than any other 
highway in Canada. The huskie dogs 
and toboggans went jingling in there 
from the far-up posts of the fur lands 
long before the caravans of the Red 
River carts. The kyuses of Indians 
and half-breeds came helter-skeltering 
in from the shacks and the tepevs. 
Mounted Police filed among the zig- 
zag log shacks that hunched up on 
the edge of the old fort down on the 
flats. And the carts came: the drawn- 
out straggle of the creaking, honking, 
all-wood chariots that made the thou- 
sand-mMe trek from Fort Garry by 
the meandering black trail; and up 
from Calgary when the steel went 
through. And the four-horse stage 
went slam-banging down the high 


south bank before there was ever a | 


Strathcona—on to the old cable 


ferry, and crawling up the steep to | 


the ropy black trail where jhe un- 
certain shacks were just beginning to 
mark wut the stent of the street. For 
the little log town was reaching along 
and the lines of traffic were going 
déeper as the town grew and stood 
still and waited for the railway. 
Sometime somebody named that trail 
Jasper avenue because the Jasper 
House stood there at the east end 
where the carts hailed in—the creak- 
ing, caravaning cars. Up into that 
jumble of shacks with the trail snak- 
ing amidst came the ox-cart caravans 
of thé priests, luggering along with 
goods for the mission at the Cathe- 
drol of St. Alber+ or the Sturgeon. 
80 it was, with now and again aj} 
wagon. and then more wagons, toil- | 
ing up from the south—till the day 
that the Klondike trail sent the 
world’s trail-finders into the outfit 
town. That was the day of the trail- 
freaks — the nondescript, vagrant) 
things that capricious adventurers 
rigged up to hit the long trail to the 
ends of the earth and the fringes of 
the north. On that store-straggled, 
shack-lined old Jasper avenue went 
the twisting trains of kyuses and 
packs: the bands of crawling oxen 
and the bales of hay; the barrel char- 
iot that some forgotten genius contriv- 
ed out of three hogsheads packed with | 
grub, axled and platformed and can.- | 
vased—and it started out merrily roll- 
jng to the unknown with the camp- 
ruck atop and the grubstake whith. 
in, till on a frozen snag the front bar- 
rel-wheel got a puncture, and_ the 
beans came dribbling out. The lum: 
bering contraption went rolling home, 
never to start again. Biggest of all 
the pathfinders and most spectacular 
of all locomotive freaks ever seen on 
Jasper evenue was the steam sleigh 
that some overlander, with his part- 
ner, rigged up from an old threshing 
engine; rigged it with a traction out. | 
fit geared to a spike roller in front \ 
to climb slippery hills and ice-bound | 
slopes into the Yukon with a train | 
of toboggans behind. The wonder of | 
seventeen nations was hauled out one 
crisp, sunny day of winter; trucked | 
out by horses to the midway of Jas- 
per avenue. There she was fired up 
and steamed; the throttle was turned, 
end the drive-wheel wabbled, and | 
the spike-roller that was made to} 
climb the steeps of ice, burrowed a| 
holo irto the frost of the street and | 
budged rot a single inch. And the 
nations haw-hawed to see the - first 
train of Edmonton ignominiously | 
hauled back by a team to a rear yard, | 
where it lay for’ years, till somebody | 
drageed it away to saw lumber, out | 
or the Sturgeon.

Old Jasper 
avehue! carrying the memory and 
the imagination back to the day when 
the poplars rustled ‘on lots that sell 
now for thousands a foot, and when 
the lads of Edmonton. chased jack- 
rabbits down the street.

all of the drugs came from and how 
they appeared before they were ground 
up and made into oils or dried or pul- 
verized .or crystallized into queer 
shaped lumps? Bach jar and box 
seems to hide some secret which you
